General.— In order to develop and encourage researches on 
problems lelating to the sugar industry, which is the second 
largest industry in India, flic Government of India have 
decided to award to talented deserving and qualified persons 
tiro research fellowships of the value of Rs. 200 p.m. eat h 
tenable foi two years at the National Sugar Institute, Kanpur. 

1. Minimum qualification.— Post-graduate Diploma in Sugar 
Cireiriistrv anti Tech noiog) ot the National Sugar Institute. 

2. Duration.— A candidate appointed as a Research Fellow 
shall cany on research work continuously for a period of two 
tears from the date of appointment, This will normally com- 
mence with the SLuit ot the academic session which is usually 
the 15th July each \e.n. During the first four months a Re- 
search Fellow will be on probation. Continuance of the fellow 
ship would depend on the satisfactory completion of the period 
of probation and lompliauce of rules and regulations govern- 
ing rhe enrolment foi lire ' Research Fellowship’'.

work under the general guidance ol a senioT Research Officer 
at Ihe Institute which will be decided by the Director, (ii) A 
Rescarth Fellow shall submit a monthly repent to the Director 


showing the pi ogress ol work onfie allotted problem, through 
the office] under whom he/she iplaced. The monthly report 
ihonld be submitted within sev, days of Ihe close of each 
month, (iii) A Research Fellow 1 all submit a final report of 
the work done by him/her on Lharoblem or problems allotted 
to hmi/bei at least one month Ifore the termination of the 
tenure of the Fellowship. 

(». A Research Fellow .shall not, iblish any paper or writing 
in any journal or publication or rtd a paper before a Scienti- 
fic or some otlier Association or feting or in any orher way 
divulge the result* of researches rcling to the problems carried 
out by him during the period of I; .Fellowship. 

7. A Research Fellow shall sign bond requiring him/her

In the case of coal exports, the average rate of loading per 
ship per day worked out to 967 tons as against 867 tom 
during the previous year. 

(4) Shipping 

The number of vcsbcIs that entered the Port during the 
year was 1593 as against 1383 in the previous year and the 
total gross tonnage increased from 8,562,955 to 10,10.8.581. The 
deepest draft ship to enter the Port was the S.S. 'Great Falls 
Victory’ drawing 28'-10" forward and 24'-2" aft and the deepest 
draft ship to leave the Port was the S.S. 'Indian Resolve’ 
drawing 27'-2" forward and 27'- 1" aft. 

In the Port Approaches, the Rangafalla Channel controlled 
the draft of ships for SS0 days as against 23 during the previ- 
ous year. The Eastern Gut controlled the draft of ships for 
26 days as against 55 days during the previous year, Ninan 
for 2 days and Rovapur tor 1 day as against 118 days and 31 
days respectively during the previous year. The controlling 
bars were thus below Diamond Harbour for 3S6 days as 
against 23 days during the previous year and this was due to 
the deterioration during the year of the Balari/ Rangafalla 
channels. 

The tlraft allotted to ships during the year suffered a slight 
set back owing to the deterioration of the Balari /Rangafalla 
channels. 

(5) River Model Experiments 

Experiments for improving the river conditions in the King 
George’s Dock lock entrance were covaplcted during the year. 
Experiments for improving the Balari /Rangafalla channels, 
were continued. A view model of the river from Sevarupganj 
to Balari has also been set up with a view to study the effects 
of the varying quantities of upland discharge on the regime 
of the river. 


(6) Hooc.hi.y Pilotage 

The income from Pilotage during the year was Rs. 37,22,734 
and the expenditure Rs. 37.87.401 showing a small deficit of 
Rs. 64,667. To cover the deficit, a sum of Rs. 50,000 was 
appropriated from the Revenue Reserve Fund (Pilotage) to 
the Revenue Balance Account in which there was a balance 
of Rs. 37,809, brought forward from the previous year.
